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WE  NOMINATE 

Edward  Lillie  Pierce,  who  for  nearly  two  decades  has 
sparked  the  development  of  Princeton  Hospital  from  a 
struggling  community  enterprise  into  a  growing  center 
for  scientific  cure.  This  past  week,  after  serving  continu- 
ously since  October  16,  1929,  as  President  of  the  Hospi- 
al's  Board  of  Trustees,  Pierce — four  days  before  his  81st 
birthday — expressed  a  desire  to  become  "a  little  less  ac- 
tive" and  declined  further  recognition.  To  a  certain  de- 
gree, his  desire  failed  to  materialize,  for  Pierce's  associate 
Trustees — before  electing  his  successor — elevated  him  to 
the  Honorary  Chairmanship  of  the  Board. 

Taking  up  residence  here  in  1922,  after  having  retired 
from  the  presidency  of  a  highly  successful  engineering 
firm,  the  Solvay  Process  Company,  Pierce  turned  the  clock 
back  and  launched  his  career  anew.  While  his  son,  the 
late  Henry  Nelson  Pierce,  was  matriculating  at  the  Uni- 
versity as  an  undergraduate,  Pierce,  a  member  of  the  Class 
of  1886  at  the  Massachusetts  histitute  of  Technology,  per- 
suaded University  authorities  that  he  was  qualified  to  un- 
dertake advanced  work  in  history,  a  field  in  which  he  had 
read  omnivorously  throughout  his  active  business  life.  A 
year  later,  at  57,  he  was  awarded  his  Master  of  Arts. 

This  native  of  Massachusetts,  whose  forebears  landed 
in  the  Bay  Colony  the  same  year  Harvard  was  founded 
and  whose  great-grandfather  fought  in  the  Battle  of 
Princeton,  in  three  wars  has  served  the  nation  well.  He 
enjoys  reminiscing  about  the  Spanish-American  War, 
when  as  a  top-sergeant  he  commanded  with  distinction 
an  officerless  company  of  engineers.  During  World  War 
I,  besides  directing  essential  war  industry,  he  drafted  reso- 
lutions for  the  Wilson-created  Coal  Conservation  Board, 
while  World  War  II  found  him  "sorting  out  the  sheep" 
as  a  member  of  the  Princeton  Ration  Board. 

The  scope  of  Pierce's  efforts  in  the  Hospital's  behalf 
was  reflected  in  one  of  his  first  acts  as  President.  Instead 
of  floundering  in  the  dark,  he  turned  for  assistance  to  the 
late  Dr.  John  M.  T.  Finney,  chief  surgical  consultant  for 
the  first  A.E.F.,  and  ran  an  impartial  survey  of  the  Hos- 
pital's needs.  Bolstered  by  the  'Tinney  Bible,"  he  started 
his  18-year  campaign  for  improvement  and  expansion.  In 
addition  to  his  hospital  duties,  he  has  sandwiched  into 
retirement  19  years  as  President  of  the  Borough  Board  of 
Health,  service  on  the  Public  Library  Board  and  some  20 
years  as  Treasurer  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church. 

For  persistently  refusing  to  compromise  in  any  matter, 
however  trivial,  that  in  his  opinion  would  better  the  Hos- 
pital and  thereby  the  community;  for  inculcating  in  others 
an  enthusiasm  for  service,  personified  by  the  expression, 
"the  workman  is  never  greater  than  his  work";  for  fur- 
nishing Princeton  with  a  living  example  of  the  finer 
traditions  of  citizenship;  he  is  Town  Topics'  nominee  for 
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Dormitory  Postponed.  There  were  signs 
this  week  that  Princeton's  building 
iboom  was  about  to  burst  a  seam  or  two, 
soon  would  experience  conaidei'able  de- 
flation. To  add  to  the  confusion,  while 
labor  still  sought  higher  wages,  manage- 
ment talked  in  terms  of  lay-oifs  when 
present  jobs  ended  in  a  few  weeks. 

In  Borough  Hall,  records  showed  that 
only  a  single  permit  for  a  new  house 
had  been  issued  in  the  past  four  months. 
On  the  Princeton  campus.  University 
authorities  teimporarily  postponed  further 
consideration  of  breaking  ground  for  the 
new  Class  of  1915  dormitory,  which  had 
been  announced  last  June  at  a  figure 
of  $220,000. 

Planning  on  the  dormitory  (which 
would  house  n^any  a  student  now  in  an 
off-campus  room)  as  the  next  step  in  its 
building  program,  the  University  added: 
"The  decision  to  postpone  further  con- 
sideration at  this  time  is  because  of  the 
increasing  costs  of  construction  material 
and  the  rising  labor  scale  which,  it  is 
felt,  have  become  prohibitive." 

For  a  community  with  an  acute  hous- 
ing shortage  that  began  before  the  war, 
the  hesitance  of  prospective  individual 
and  institutional  builders  was  a  sad  par- 
adox. The  next  few  weeks  would  begin 
to   tell  how  serious  it  will  be.
